Vonour ; bt th zy ieveral of them pertozmed very well, vet 
he kept the eie t. the laſt, ant clearly bye ay the Bongur 
of that aps f£tumpy, to the orcat ſatiſfaction of the whale 
Court; bit 55” 4; tothe creat pleaſure of hs eiiies. 

Sud uc the Triumphs being ended, ans all the Court ready 
to rife and cave their leats, a great biice of Trumpits was 
heard, at which every one wonc ing, looked towards the place 
. frem whence they (yp;oſer the note ame; but beholy thece was 
nothing but a arcat clouds, which being in ſome £g2t ti mr va- 
niched, they ſaw the Taftle where the Knight of Ervy was ; and 
at the four coznecs of this Caſtle were placed four Trumny ters, 
Who ſtill continued ſounding their Trumpets : alſo at 1; en 
trance ot the Caſtle there were two Giants armed tall points, 
wü Iron Maces in their hands, and b2oad cutting Fauichions 
by their ſides; and fir ſot on this ſize the Giants, there was a 
Millar of Jaſper , and on it hung a Table, whereon was wzitten 
this Pzophclie, | 

The Adventure of Redeeminy and Releaſing the Knight of Exvy, 
and his Companions, from this C ſte, is reſerved to be finiſhed by 
the young Syconian Lion, and the Grecian Hhelp, who muſt acci- 
dentally meet here, and, bM:rquithing the Guards, deliver them: 
Toerefore let none be ſo bold, 28 to attempt their Deliverance , ſor 
it. is to bz accompliſhed by none but the two beſt Knights in the 
whole Word, who ſhall here become acquainted, ard, to the joy of 
their Parer:ts, be reconciled,and ſhall be the occaſion of an Univerſal 
Peace.

days Tourna ment, was in wo gopes of abtatutug moꝛt honour; 
but he was dilappointed: loz 144 ſoner was he cone in reach of 
the firſt Giant, who was Guarvtan of the Caſtle, but the Siant, 
ſcoꝛnir toute any arms againſt h m, cup tok him in his arms, 
and gra ped him ſo hard, that he made his bones crack ; and nat⸗ 
withſtanding all his ſtrugling, he held him lo faſt and fo long, 
that his b2carh being ſpent , he was dildatnfallp th2own as far as 
the {ilar of Jaſper, But he had not lain long there befoze h 
came to himſelf; but he was ſo ſoze and weak, that he had no 
mind to renew the combat; wherefo2ze the po.ing Unights, who 
befoze were all very fo ward in trying th ir fo2t meg, but now,fe- 
ing the milfoꝛtune of the Knight of Hope, deſiſted: but however 
ſeveral app2oved god Knights offered themſelbes to the trial of 
this Adventure, but Don Bellianis would not permit any ſingle 
night; fo2 conſidering the mighty. fozce cf one of the Siap te, 
he thought it impoſſible fo: any ſingle Unight to v.nquiſh them 
both; and tberefoze he o2dered that no leſs then two at once 
ſhould be permitted: the firſt two that made trial, were the 
Bnight of the Flaming Sword , and the j32zinre of Meſopotamis;

but knowing the danger of the blows they ſhould receive, they 
imblp got up, and ſlepping on ore ſite avoided their fury; but lo 
mighty were the fozces of thele Giants, that both their Maces 
©... Were lo2ced two fot at leaſt into the earth, and they could not at 
=, Pp2elertoctthem out again; which the two Unights ſeeing, came

at, the P2inceſs Florisbella, he was ſo inraged , that he cared net

cea was the onlp Daragon fo: Beauty th2oughout the whole 
Univerſe, Theſe young Childꝛen were no ſooner bozn, but they 
were taken fromi their Parents by the ſage Friſton, who pꝛomiſed 
that he wonld take care of their educatlon, and at all times be 
anſwerable fo2 them totheir Parents; and in this condition we 
will again leave them fo2 the pꝛeſent, and return to the knight 
of Hope, who was on his journep to the City of Pharez, having the 
command of an hundꝛed thouſand men, and being Accompanied 
by ſeveral valtant Pz2inces his Companions.

was deſirous to oblige her, and reſolved, if poſſible, to lee and en⸗ 
counter with her in the nert rays Battle: wherefoze that he might 
be ready the next mo2ning , he kept ſtrict guards all that night; 
F and the time appointed being coming, he again left his Camp: 
but as foꝛ ward as he was, the Pzinceſs was as ready as he; - foz 
he had likewile quitted the place where ſhe had incamped that 
night, and was advanced to vards him. She had divided her 
Forces in thiee Wattalias; one, which was the Uan, ſhe led her 
lelk, and under her command were fozty thouſand men; the le- 
cond, which as the Bodp of the Army , was commanded by the 
| Bing of Albania, and he had under him ſixty thouſand men; and 
the Near was led by the Lieutenant Genetal of the Uing of Geor- 
gia, who was a very valiant night, and known by the name of 
the Unight of the Lions, whoalſo had fozty thouſand men: and 
the like number of fozty thouſand men was left in the City, un- 
der the conduct of the valiant Knight of the Tyger- Thus was ſhe 
accompanied, but her {rnto2 and Accoutrements were extraoz- 
dinarp; fo2 ſhe rode on an excellent Hoꝛſe, who was covered with 
white Armoz; and her own was green enamelled with Gold,richs 
ly ſet out with pꝛecious Stones; ſhe had a Lance in her hand, and 
a god Swoꝛd by her fide, which hung there by a green Scart with 
Gold fringe, | 
The P2ince of Numidia was not one jot behind her in magni⸗ 
ficences fo2z he was armed in a Silver Armoz, which ſhone ſo 
bꝛight, that it dazled the eyes of the beholders. The Fozces which 
he led were ſomewhat leſs then hers, but they were modelized in 
the ſame manner, being divided into th2e Squadꝛons, led by 
th2e truſty and valiant Knights; he himſelf tok no particular 
command, as thinking it to be moze conventent to be free, that he 
might be every where, as occaſion ſerved ; only he had taken a 
thouſand valtant knights to attend him as his Guard ; and he 
allo had left twenty thouſand _ in his Camp, to guard that,

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P2ince of Numidia ſ&ing this, fled to the Rear of them, and there 
cauſed them to face aboat, and in ſhott time, by this ſtratagem, 
be had bzought all thoſe who were flying in the Uan, to be in 
the Rear; and thoſe in the Rear, who had not known of the diſ⸗ 
aſter , were now in the Uan: and he did then, ta the head of 
theſe Fo2ces , ſo lay about him, that he ſtopt his Cnemies , and 
gave his own Pen the time and conveniency to rally. Gy this 
means his Fo2ces were in as god condition almoſt, as they had 
been in the beginning of the Battle; which the Painceſs or: 21

to Babylon, where we left the Souldan and his Emp2eſs, accom⸗ 
an'-d by their valiant Don in Law Don B:llianis, and their fair 
aughter Florisbella ; the two valiant P2inces, Don Clarineo, 
_ Don Lucidamote, and ſeveral other great and wo:thy Pers 

nages. 

The Court of the Souldan of Babylon was never filled with 
moze jop and tranquillity then on this occaſion,eſpecially when it 
was known, that the fair Pzinceſs Florisbclla wis with Child: 
this was very pleaſing, not only to the whole Court, bat to all tte 
Subjects of this great © mpire: and the time of her lying in being 
tome, great and ſplendid pꝛoviſion was made to entertain the 
Poincely Babe.

ducte to their lodgings , where they were diſarmed, and ſupped 
with Fuſſagon; who b2ought out the ſo2rowfal Lady, Leona da, 
into their co:mpiny, telling her, that his Uinlman, By ſtoon, had 
ſent him thoſe Knights fo2 his aſſiſtance, and was coming with 
a great Train; ſo that he knew himſelf able to keep that by foz e, 
not only againſt all her Fathers Subjects , but alfo againct all 
the knights in th: Emperoz's Court : therefoze, ſaid he, it will 
be diſcretion in pou to grant that faticly, which will be ſo much 
to your pꝛeſudice to deny, and in the end muct, in deſpight of you, 
be obtaized; foz, concluded he, J vo ſolemnly , if yon do not 
grant my requeſt, and that within theſe fonr days, 7 will cauſe 
the heads of your Father and Lover to be ſmitten oft befoze your 
tres, 
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Lyes, and then fozce that from you. which pou cannot hindex, At 
the hearing of this (ad ſenten. e, the po2 Lazy a:iſwzredht non⸗ 
ly by ber. tears, which the poared oat plentifully.brfoze them. 
Dupper-time being ended, and everyone conducted ta their lodg⸗ 
ings, Don Clatineo went to his, and, being àuhellp unſulperted, 
vis Comnanions. went. with Him. And now all Neaple, but the 
Centinels and Match, being alle. and dur Unt ts being arm⸗ 
ed, iſſued aut of. their lodgings, and went to the Tale Gates, 
where. they quickly lem ſome of. the Centineis and Mate; bat 
there. was. ſuch a, noiſe,, tthat .thz.while.Caftle was alarm'd; 
wherenpon one of the Bnights wert np. ta the Battle ments of 
the Caſtle, and launde d a Trumpet; and Don Slirineo, and the 
other faur, o laid abost. them, that they had killed moſt of :the 
Guard; and paſleſung themſelves of the kes had opened the Ca⸗ 
le Gate, expe ging their ald. The Giant, Fuſt; gon, was not fo 
ſoundlp afltep, but that, at the noiſe he heard, he arole; Andtu⸗ 
quiring, lohnt was the. cauſe thereof: he was told, thatth: . Itr 
nights, who were entertained tithe dap. befoze from his Touſin 
Biarſtoon, had attempted to poſſeſa themſelves of the Caſtle; that 
they had killed [ſeveral .of:thz Guares, and ad poſſeſſe d the m⸗ 
ſelves ot the. keys. Feſtigon, hearingithis neos, called pꝛeſentiy 
; fozthis Armoz., doubting tthere was ſome:treatheryiinuthe.cale;; 
; fozhe. could. not imagine, how'ſtr Lnights alone ſhould be Ia hold, 
as to attempt ſa ha ardous and difficult an;enterp2ize,, without, 
; further aſſiftance., Which he luppoſe d was at hand; and nowehe 
heard the ſound of: the Trumpet, he judged, that that wag the ta⸗ 
ken to be giben; allithis he. knew, and was reſolved;to pꝛevent:: 
and therefoꝛe he, being armed and attended by a ſuffictent num⸗ 
tber ef nights, went tto the Caſtle Gate, where he found our 
Knights were, and that they. had opened it. De pꝛeſſed foꝛwar ds 
to ſecure it; hut he was lo well reſiſted by Don Clarineo, andihis 
Companion, who had the con ve niency of a narrow place, (ſo that 
their Enemies could net come to them behind) that th2y nat vnſy 
kept them ock, but laid ſ:veral of them dead at their feet. But 
Fut gon knowing of what conſequence the poſſeſſion of the Gate. 
was, commanded all his Knights to pꝛeſs foꝛwards, and lo they 
did; and would certainly have fozced our Knights to loſe their 
tation. ik jaſt at that inſtant one of their Dquadzons 11 nn 
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come in to their aſſiſtance: ther ſeuig them appꝛod b, and kaow⸗ 
ing who they were , opened to the right and left, and permitted 
them to gallop in upon thetr enemies; which they did with (9 
much violence and fury , that the Knights of the Caſtle being on 
foot , many of them were trodden down, and killed under their 
Poꝛſes feet. And now, they being entred the b20ad pard of the 
Caſtle, began a very valiant fight; fo2 Fuſtigon ſeeing theic num⸗ 
ber, and knowing his own in the Caſtle toerceed it, did not que- 
ſtion but to vanquiſh and overcome his Enemies; wheretfo2e he, 
himſc1f, at the head of his People, fought very valtiantly ; but he 
was ſoon of another mind; ſoꝛ it was not long aſter ere a ſecond, 
and after that the third Squadꝛon, entred the Caſtle, ſo that he 
belicved it would be to no purpoſe to reſiſt: however , he was re- 
ſolved to do his tmoſt; and what he could not execute by fozce, 
to perfoꝛm by policy; and therefoze he retired, intending to ſecure 
himſelf of the-P2inceſs Leonarda , and if his Enemies would not 
deſif, to cut oft her head. TUith this reſolution he left his Knights 
fichting, and went to her lodging; but not ſo cunningly, but that 
Don Clarineo, who had an exe upon him, and doubting ſome ſuch 
deſperate act, followed him: when he came to the P2zinceſſes 
Chamber, ſhe was up in her gicht-gown, and ſ&ing him come in 
all bloody , was mightily agaſt; but he ſoon taking her by the 
arm, led her to a large window which looked into the Court⸗pard, 
where th: fight was maintained, and there he thus ſpake to her: 
Do you ſee, Minion, how much blood is (hed on your occaſion ? if 
you have a mind to preſerve your ſelf, call to them, and that preſent- 
ly, and command them to leave the fight, and be gone, or elſe I will 
deliver you to them, but ir (hall be headleſs. She ſhieked out at 
+ this diſcourſe; which the knights hearing, looked up , but knew 
net the meaning; only Don Clarineo , who was at the very heels 
bf Fuſtagon, and heard his diſcourſe , and doubted would da as he 
had ſatd , took held of the Lady by the other arm, and d2ew her 
from her Enemp, and pꝛeſented himſelf in her ſtead, ſaying , 
Come, Monſter , exerciſe you ſelf on Knights that ate armed, and 
not on poor defenceleſs Ladies. Fuſtagon [&ing him, advanced his 
Swoꝛd, and gave him a mighty blom ver the head; but be ſoon 
requitedhim with another, fo puiſſant, that fozced the Giant to 
knelon the ground but he recovering, they began a terrible fight, 
which ended with the death of the Giant, 
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"ASH How the Giant, Fuſtagor, being ſl iin, and all th: Princes being ea- 
8 dy to leave the Cttie , they were interrupted by the artival of ſe- 
* ꝛral parties belo ging to him; who nad like to have re- taken th: 
7 Caſtle, but that they were relie ved by the Knight of the Stars, and 
o:h-rs in his company; and then, all the Giants Knigh:s beir g van- 
qaiſhed, :he Ciſtle vis left to his care, The Princes travelled firſt 
to Leonar da Fat gra, an j fro n cherce to Conſtaat i nople „ Where 
they were welcomed, and the P ince · les matti:d to the P. in- 
cels Leonar da. Din Clærinto, travelling in ſea:ch of Magdalena, 
Pi inceſs of Sdiaia, meets 2nd falls in love with the P. inceſs 
Florida of Sicilia, het Couſin; ho being 2cquainted wich bis 
True name and quility, uadet che p oi: of maritage , permits 
nim to en joy ber, He departing. on hs voyzge to ene d, he a: 
tencs bim, diſguiſed l ke a Page, n:med Florells, 


as the Giant, Foſt gon, fell b2eathleſs en the groind, Don 
A ſileo entered the Chamber wh:re the combat had ben 
fonght; foꝛ he hearing a great noiſe in the Caſtle, and the Ouatdg 
whith were upon him leaving him to aſliſt their K od, he ſeund 
the means to bꝛeak open his Chamber /d; and delten. ing into 
the Court , and ſceing the fi cht, he milüng Fuſtagon, and ira u⸗ 
ring toꝛ him, heard he waz gone towards the lodgings of the Pein⸗ 
cefs-; where foze doubt ing ſome deſperate «> , he ſeizing, gn a 
_ Swozd, a Helmet, and Targt, went tpither ward, intending to 
alliſt and rclicve the Pzinceſs , az elle to loſe his oon lid in at⸗ 
tempting it: with this relomtion he e tred the Chamber, j aſt as 
the Slant teu; und fieiag Don Clarineo, his and his Lat tes pe- 
üverer he fell dolon on his knees to render thanks to hin fo2 that 
are t lei vice he had done therm; but he was ſon taben up hy Don 
_ Chrines, who, vulling of his Helmet, difcovered himſclf to his 
Kkin\man; wha ſon knowing him, cried out, Oo, my good Lordi 
bow much am 1, engagect co you for ti i: greit and immenſe fa vur ? 
Ve would Hav? p2oeceved in further dibeourfe of that nature, but 
th&Do* Glatineo intetrupted him, and having bim in the com? 
panp of his Lady, went donn to'ſee how cauſes went there; hut 
b:fozz he went, he cut off the hrad af tur Gtant, and lat ing — x 
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on his S wo2ds point, wer t amongſt the Untahts who were fill 
fizhting, Ve therefoze beholding them, advanced his Swazd, 
and cried out, Wa: is the intent of this your wilful fighting, ſince 
behold here the Head of your greateſt Enemy, which ſhould put an 
end tot! is combat ? All the Comhatants beheld, and heard hien: 
and the Giarts Knizhtz ſceing the head of their Lozd and Pa- 
ſter, and withal ſtadingz themſelves over-pav2ed, thꝛew town 
thiir weapons, and credo t {02 guaitec ; which wis lon granted 
them. And the Caftle b:i215 ta all parts ſecu ed, the Giants 
Lnick3tiarmed and imp2iſo.:cd, the two valiant Painces, Don 
Clarineo ; and Don Luci morz, acatn went to the Painceſſes 
lodgings, uhere they fou d her net only accompanied by her Lover 
Don At: ſileo, bit alfa by her Fathec, who was come thith:r to her. 
At the er trance of th: two Pꝛinces, they Wauld all thze have 
fallen on their kute , bit they would net permit it; bat , being 


diarmed, late down by them: and the Damſel who had met the 
two P2inces , row entred, and joyfully fell dawn at the feet of her 


Ladp, emb2acing her knees ; but ſhe, underſtanding that ſhe was 
by her means relieved , ſon twk her up, and embz2acing her, gave 
her many thanks foz her ſo god ſervice, In th: end all Perſons 
were very well pleaſed; and our wearted P2inces ha ving refreſhs 
ed themſelves with ſach viands as the Caſtle affoꝛded, lay down 
to take ſome reſt; during which time Don Arfileo tok charge of 
the Taſtle: and conſidering how their condition was, and that 
although they had overcome all the Fozces within the Caſtle, yet 
there were moze withoit rho. might interrupt their quiet; . he 
therefoze, by the advice and content of the P2inceſg and her Fa⸗ 
ther, diſpatched' away .ccttain oil ( who were taken Pai⸗ 
ſoners with them, and now reteaſed.) tothe Countcy of hig.Þ zins 
ceſſes Father, to acquaint his Subjects of their Uicozy., and to 
command them to attend dim there 8 » in the beit 
manner they chuld. Theſe, Bi 1101 ng ent away e 
och dil patch, that they ſon arrided t the of the 
Leonarda's Father, where they found young, Knight, a. 

of hers e the eee, that had ee 
derade band of Oeuldiers bead e with intent ede 
Lo2d and Lavp ; and now heat 


g of the joyful news of their de- 
liverance”, and that they ofity wantev tel fit in fondue 
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ing them home, they ſon put themlelves in a readineſs to march 
thitherwards : and now many mo2e , who befo2e were fearful of 
the Giants power, knowing him dead, joyned themſelves to this 
Trop, ſo that their Fozces were very conſiderable, . And they be⸗ 
ing upon their way, we will leave them, and return to the Gi⸗ 
ants Caſtle; where the two P2inces, and their Compantons, and 
Knights, having refreſhed themſelves, and befng now met toge⸗ 
ther, to conſult what was neceary to be done, reſolved to leave 
the Caſtle, and journey towards the Pzinces : but they, knowing 
that the Giant had Fo2ces in the way, thought convenient to at- 
tend till the Subjects of the P2ince, who had been ſent to, ſhould 
tome. But befoze their arrival there, a Squadꝛon of the Giants 
Knights , who were quartered abꝛoad, came to the Caffle , but

Lnights ſ&ing this, now bent all thetr Foꝛces againſt thaſe wha 
tame up out of the Uault , whoſe numbers did not long ticreaſe, 
as they had done, becauſe they ſtaid in the Field, to help their 
Companions without the Caſtle ; ſo that our Pzinces ſeeing that 
their enemies were but (mall, and not likely now to increaſe, 
they laid ſo luſtily about them, that they put them into much con- 
fuſion ; fo2 they did not underſtand the condition of their Tom- 
panions without, and woadzed that they had no moze of thetic 
aſiiffance, The Peince Atſileo, as being chiefly concerned, per- 
fozmed wonders , killing ſeveral Knights with his own hand: 
and the P2ince Clarineo again advanced the head of the Giant 
Fuſtagon on a Spear, on the Walls of the Caſtle: at the ſight of

ſileo, and ſev:ial go) Knights ta their Company : and during 
this jourrep, Don Atſileo tj ed ſo much pleaſure in th tom⸗ 
pany 67 his beloved Lady, that he th321;tt vimſeli verp well re 
warted faz all the pat i he had taken, and the hazards he had 
un: erwent fo2 her; and ta maicthis jopes the maze compleat, 
net only ſhe , bet ber Father allo pꝛomiſed, that at his arrival at 
Conſtantinople , tithe Emperoꝛ conſented, he ſhould be married 
to her. de having received this pleaſing anſwer , deüred his 
Couſins, Don Clarireo, and D Lucidamore, to aſũſt him with 
the Emperoꝛ foz his conſent: they pꝛomiſed to elect his deſires, 
And thus did they travel till they came to that great and famous 
City of Conſtantinople, where, when they came, they were met 
by the nobleff of the Citizens, without the City, and ſon aſter by 
all the Court; and at the Court Gates, by the Zmpero2 and 
Empꝛels. G2eat was the joy, on all ſides, foztheir ſo happ re- 
turn; fo2 the Cmpero2 had heard of all the Adventures at the 
Cu le of Fuſtzgor, and had intended toſend themrelief, but that 
he heard all was very well accompliſhed. The Cmpzeſs was fop- 
full at the ſight of ber Childzen ; and after ſhe had embzaced 
them, ſhe kindly received the Pzinceſs Leonarda, and her Tcufin 
Arſiles ; and ſhe and the @mperoz , underffanding the love that 
was between them, conſented to their marriage ; and ſent unto 
Hungary, to the King bis Father, to acquaint him therewith, But 
the Empero2 not que ſtioning his conſent , in regard the Lady 
was not only fair, but difcret and virtuous , and the addition of 
Fuſtagon's Domintens, to thsſe of her Fathers, being added, 
would make her a conſtderable Foztune ; wherefoze the Med⸗ 
ding was agreed to be ſoiemnized within ten days after: againſt 
which time, and as well in honour of the Wedding , as foz jop 
of the Tafe return of the two Painces, Don Clarineo, and Don 
Lucidamore , great p2oviſion was made fo2 ſeveral Triumphs to 
be then had and kept, not only in the Court, but alſo in the

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The long wiſhed fo: Wedding⸗dap being come, oreat joy it 
wis to all; but n.oze particularly to the Pzince Achileo, and the 
fair P2inceſs Leonards , whoſe joyts were now complcated , and 
he reaped all the happineſs he wis capable of 1 tze Tompany 
of ſo lovely , and beloved a Bzice, But althouththe joy was uni⸗ 
verſal,and the trizinphs many and delightful,yer they had an ent; 
and god our Pzinces hay time to reft at home „ fo2 the pts 
they had taken abꝛoad. But lo great was the pleaſare that theſe 
valiant night's tok in ſwkiag Adv. ntarec, that it was net long 
ett Don Clitineo, temembꝛing the pꝛomile he had foꝛzmeclp made 
to his Friend Peter of 1. cland, Bnight of the K y, to male ſc arch 
after his loſt Lab Mag1alen!, Peinteſs o. Sardinia, he was th:re- 
fo2e reſelved to make a dili ert ſcarch and iquiry aſter h.r ; and 
to that end, p2ctending to take a Tozt voyage about the 3flands 
of the Med tetranean Sea, he armed and tc. upped a Uefſel fo: 
th it parpoſe ; and being only accompanied by a Dwarf, who ulu⸗ 
ally attended lin. he embarqued, He cauled the aſter of the 
Ohip to put in at ſeveral z lands, where he went on ſhoꝛe, to ins 
cuire and ſren aſter the Pzinceſs M:gdalena , oe to find ot ſome 
cher Advert ere; bit he, meeting with nothing that was conſi⸗ 
derable, reſold d to ſail to Sxrdinia , and trquire what news was 
th re to be heard of her. Ve, being landed at the Pozt , rote up 
into the Country, and his cars wire ſon ſaluted withthe pleaſant 
noife of a Hoꝛn, and the cry of a pack of Hounds, that were in 
pulſ ut of a godty Stag; he ſas the Beaſt, and ſon after the 
Cemyany , which was large and gallant; fo2 , upon inquiry, he 
underiſt:o> , that there was the Bing and Nugn , and moſt of the 
Court, and one Lady, who was moze remarkable then the reſt, 
who was valle d Florid?, and was Peinteſa of Sicilia. This Lady 
was net only beautiful, bu alſo of a brave, nallant, and g:nerong 
alpect, and lo uſed to ride on hunting, that ſhe fate upon her 
Uozie in a verp becoming poſture, Do Clxireo was mightily 
taken with this Laty, and thereſo2e rode up ta her, and kegt near 
her all the tine of the hunting; amd Ge ſetng him ſo gallant a 
Perſonage, was as curious in b holding him, The h in ting being 
ended, by the death of the Star, aw the Bing, Queen, and P2t+- 
tels, being about to return to the Court, our Rnicht turned avont 
to leav: their co npanp: the Pzincele ſeing that, cried out, Nav, 
Sic

Ho. Whereupon' he asked his Dwarf, Whether ſhe had deſired 
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Sir Knight, be not ſo diſcouiteous to leave us; but as you have taken 
rains in hunting, ſo go with us, and participate of the prey. He, ſee- 
ing he had an invitation, came up to her, and making his due re⸗ 


- berence to the Ring and Nuen, and then addzelſing himſelf to 


her, replied, That it was enough for him to have the honour of her 
company abroad, and not to preſume any further. The Ring re⸗ 
plied, That he ſhould be welcome; his Court being always rezdy to 
receive and entertain Pe. ſons of his quality. Our Untcht would 
not now be ſo dilcourteous as to leave them, but atter ding them 
to the Court was diſarmed ; and then he appeared to be one of 
the moſt perſonable and lovely Perſonages of that ae ; and now, 
if the Pzinceſs Florid i had any eſteem ſoꝛ him wh:n i Armoz, 
it was then very much increaſed : and indeed ſhe did (c look upon 
bim, that the little god Cupid wounded her; and from her kair 
and ſparkling epec- ſhot back darts that wo.mnded the very h:art 
af the P2zince Clarineo. Be very well underſtood her quality to be 
Pazincely, and therefoze ſuitable to his own, and there pon re- 

ved to love her: and the only obſtacle that aroſe in her bꝛeſt, 
why the did net make the ſame reſolve , of loving him, was, be⸗ 
cauſe ſhe was ignoꝛant of his. But ſhe, be ing deſirous to know it, 
commanded a Damſel, who attended her, to inquire it of his 
Dwarf, But eating⸗time being come, he was invited by the King 
to ſit down with them; to which he conſented, The King alſo 
defired to kno v his Quality: but he, being reſolved to conceal 
that, replied, That he was a Grecian Knight , of little fame, 
known by the name of the night of Cupid (be having the re- 
femblance of that blind god on his Shield.) At this anſwer the 
Bing was content; but ſo was not the Pzinceſs Florida, who 
earneſtly deſired to know his Quality ; and therefoze , at even- 
ing, the emploved her Damſclz who although ſhe inquired of the 
Dwarf, pet ſhe loſt her laboz: faz he gave her no other anſwer, 
then his Lo2d had already given the Bing.

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any thing of him 2 He, not daring to conceal any thing from his 
Loꝛd and Paſter, p2eſently acquainted him with the deſires of 
the Damſel, Our Knight hearing this, told the Damlel, that 
bis Dwarf, indeed , knew no moze of him then he had ſaid ; but 
if her Lady deſired any further knowledge of him, it ſhe pleaſed 
to admit him to a pꝛivate conference , he would ſatisfie her in all 
ſbe pleaſed , and be ready to obey her in all her commands. The 
ZDamſel, making an obeyſance, left him, and went to her Lady ; 
to whom ſhe recounted the ſubſtance of her meſſage , and withal 
adeed, that the Khight of Cupid was a very courteous Knight. 
The Pzincefſs ſpent that night, and the next day, in conſulting

your ſelf , and do no kindneſs for che Counteſs , but racher leave her 
che more ſuſpected. All that you can ſay ( replisd the Knight of Cu- 
pid) ĩs noching, for 1 queſtion not the Victory, if there were two ſuch 
Monſters; ſo grear confidence have 1 ( ſatd hs to the Counteſs) in 
che juſineſs of your cauſe , and the affittance of that power that hath 
never yet failed me: chetefore, if you pleaſe to acceg me 28 your 
Champion, I will undertake the Combat on your behalf. Coun⸗ 
tels, hearing his reſglution, kindly thanked him; and he pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed not to fall the next day to be ready A:mey at all points in the 
Field; and to they parted. 

The next dap being come, and the hour of the Conthat ap⸗ 
pꝛoachirg, and ali thing pzovided to recetvs the Combatants, 
Judges, and Dpecat-2z , the Kingentred , and mounted on u 
Scaffold, where wa: abo the uten, and the chicfe of the No- 
bles ; t:-0 $u%es, who wer appointed to be Judges of the Fteld, 
late at the 'utng's (et. The Connteſs, and her the Chilazen, 
being clad in mourning apvarel, ſats by themſeltes; and the 
Damſel , with the Brother of the Carl, by themſelves, on ano- 
ther Scaffold. All things being thug ozdered , at the ſound of ſe- 
deral Trumpets, the Giant entred the Lists; de was mounted 
on a mighty Yozſe,and armed with an Armo2 made of the Shells 
of ſeveral Fiſhes , which were harder then any Diamond : his 
Helmet was carried by one kntght on fot, and his Lance by emc- 
ther, De being entred, the canſe of the Combat was p2oclatmed, 
and the King's award thereupon : that done, the Judges demand- 
ed of the Damlel, Lf ſhe would Qill juſtifie what ſhe had ſaid > She 
replied , Ves: and therenpon pꝛoduced the Gtant foz her Tham- 
pion. The Connteſs was then called to, and asked, Whecher, or 
no ſhe was guilty of che fact wherewich ſhe was charged? She re- 
plied, Not guilly. And her 9 being demande d, the 2 
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the Judges, That her chiefeſt Champion was the God of Juſtice, from 
whom ſhe expected and hoped for Juſtiee; bur for any humane @ham- 
pion , ſhe was unprovided. The Giant hearing this, began to 
pꝛance about , and boaſtingly to ſay , Whar is 1t that deters theſe 
cowardly Knights, that they come not forch to the Battle? ſurely chey 


all conclude her guilty, or elſe are feartul of my preſence ; but if 


that be the cauſe, if any be ſo bold is to undertake her cauſe , I will 
ingage With any two, three, or four of them. Thar ſhall not need, 
proud Monſter, (replied the Bnixht of Cupid, who was now entred 
the Liffs) for I my ſelf (if the Lady pleaſe) will undercake you 
alone; and I queſtion no, but, che juſtice of her cauſe aſſiſting me, 
to make you, in this place, repent theſe arrogant ſpeeches. Youne 
Daftard, (replied the Giant) what madneſs pofſeſſes your brain, co 
be ſo bold i come into my preſence, whoſe very looks have vanquiſh- 
ed twenty ſuch Knights, and made them tun away like (beep > You 
ſhall find it much otherwiſe then you expect (xeplied the Knight of 
Cupid ) "as bope, ere-meny hours are/paſt : and cherefore, Madam, 


_ (faidhe to the Counteſs) I hope you will admit me for your Cham- 


pion , and then I will do my utmoſt devoir to vindicate your Honour, 
Alas, Sir, (replied the) I muſt, and do accept of yon; and if you have 
but as good ſucceſs as my cauſe deſerves, you may (though as yet im- 
probably ) expect che better in the Combat. Ye made his reverence 
"fo her; and then went to the Judges, who acco2dingly admitted 
him. Me had hitherto been bart⸗headed, and thereby diſcovered 
one of the moſt manly, but withal, the moſt pleaſant countenan- 
ces that had been ſen ; and he did ſomewhat reſemble that blind 
god Cupid that was pictured on his Shield: ſo that all the Spe⸗ 
ctato2s did much pity, that one ſo young and handſome ſhould in⸗ 
danger himſelf againſt ſo monſtrous a Creature. Me having now 
made his reverences to the Bing and Queen , rode to the end of 
the Lifts, and tok his Helmet from his Squtre Florello, and his 
Lance from his Dwarf ;- and buckling on his Helmet, he, put- 
ting his Lance in his Reft,, expected the ſound of the Trumpets, 
which beginning,he ſpurred on amain, and encountring his Ene- 
my on the bꝛeſt, made him bend backwards; and he himſelf had 
ſach an encaunter on the Shield, that it much b2niſed it, and ſo 
they paſſed on: but both of them finding that their Lances wers 
vet whole, and that they had not much dammaged one —_ 


-- 
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they again began ancther care re, which was perfozmed with luch 
viotence , that the Otant ſeil from his Yozſe ; and ihe Unight of 
Cupid was diſmounted , with his laddle between his legs, The 
Giant, who was fallen on cot en his (cet, and, being inragey at 
his misfoꝛtunc, d2awing his Sword, came np to the night of 
Cupid , who was hardly reavy to receive him, he was ſo incum⸗ 
b2ev with the ſaddle , ſo that he receives a mighty blow on the 
Helmet, that he thought all had been fire ; but he coming to him⸗ 
ſelf, returned the Giant ſo mighty a blow on the arm, that finv- 
ing the way where the ſhells were cloſed , it mach wounded dim. 
He who had never found ſo weighty a blow from any Knight , o2 
Giant , in all his life, was now ſo inraged , that ſe ing his blod 
come, he roared like a Bull, and lifting up his mighty word in 
the Atr, intended to cleave the Knight in pieces; which he ſeeing 
avoided, but not ſo well, but that he was wenn ved in the leg. And 
now they, being both wounded , gave and received ſeveral blows, 
which made the blod & iſſue out of their wounds. G2eat was tie 
wonder of the @pecaatozs , ſe&ing the Linight of Cupid hold oat fo 
valtantly againft the Giant; who being lo aſſured, as he thought, 
of the Uicozy, befo2e he began, and naw kept off ſo long, was 
grown mad with anger, and let fall ſa manp blows , and ſo faſt, 
that he was ont of bzeath, This the knight of Cupid ſaw , and 
only warded them with his Shield, o2 ſtepping aſide avoided 
them, The Gtant , although he was near tired with the conti- 
nual pains he had taken, yet believing by the Knights only de⸗ 
fending himſelf, and avoiding vis blows, that be was near vans 
quiſhed, laid on the faſter , and that ſo long, that he was fo2ced to 
retire fo2 bzeath ; which the night of Cupid ſ&ing , he made up 
to him, and now, being in god heart and laſty, be paured ſo many 
blows upon the Giant, that he wormded him in ſeveral places, he 
being ſo unwetldy, that he could not turn away with that nimbles 
neſs the knight of Cupid had done; and now all were in god 
hopes that the Knight of Cupid would have the better of the Com⸗ 
bat; foz the Giant was ſo tired, that he could hardly defend him⸗ 
ſelf, mnch leſs offend his Cnemy ; and the ſmart of his wounds 
much moze tormented him. He was now therefoze lo much in⸗ 
raged, that he fell in upon the Knight, and deſperately wounded 
gem, though hs received one himſelf ; but being now near one — 
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ther, the Giant addanced his'®wo2z , and intended to have cut 
the Linight in twain ; and mach hurt it muſt of neceſſity have 
done him, had it hit him fully; but however , he was mach pꝛe⸗ 
jadiced by the blow: foz their @wozds meeting , the Giants 
Sbo2d cat the Knight of Cupid's Swoꝛd in two, Thus was ont 
pz Knight diffreſed , being thus diſarmed ; and he had no way 
to help himſelf, but only by adotding the blows of the Giant, who 
now fo2ced him about the Field at his pleaſure. Much was the 
ſozrow- of. all the Aſſembly ; bat that of the Connteſs exc&ded 
them all: but the Page Florello, at this killing ſpectacle , had 
mn down in the Field , if the Dwarf Had not catchev hold of 
The Knight of Cupid, ſ&tng the condition he was in, Uke 


[17> a valiant knight, did not deſpair ; but watched all oppoztunities 


t claſe with the Giant, and diſpoſſeſs him of his ©wozd;bnt that 

wasnot only difficult, but dangerous : wherefo2e he ſging a Bat⸗ 
fle-ax hanging at the ſaddie-bow of the Gtant , reſolved to poſſeſs 
Himſelf of that; wherefoze he retired thitherwards , and being 
now near the Gtant 's Yo2ſe, he thzew the Hilt, and that part of 
bis own Swo2d that remained ie his hands , at the Giants head, 
that be was affoniſhed at the blow ; and tn the men time ſeized 
on the Battle⸗ax. Giant ſon cane from his aſtoniſchment, 
and now believing his Enemp to be qutte weaponleſs , advanced 
towards dim, but to his coſt; fo2 he not doubting any ſach mat- 
ter, came ſonear, that the linight of Cupid , hitting the Gtant a 
blow with the mighty Battle⸗ ax, cut off one of his arms, at which 
he ronred like a batted Bull; and the night again following his 
blows, in two more laid him flat upon the earth, and ſo coming to 
him, and poſſeſſing bimſelf of the Glant's Sword, be therewith 
ſmote off his bead. 

The Knight of Cupid having now , to the joy and admiration 
of the whole Company , killed his Enemy the Giant, and cut off 
bis head with his own Swo2d , put it on the @wozds point, and 
p2eſented it to the Counteſs; ſaying , Now, Madam, behold! che 
effect of your Prayers and Tears have given me the Victory over your 
Enemy; and if this be not enough, let me know bat is further cs 
her ſelf at the night's feet, with many tears , emb2acing bim: 
but he, taking her up went to theKfng, and the Judges, 1 

n, 
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him, The Conditions of the Combat ſuould be performed: Where 
upon the falſe Damſel was ſeized on, and a pile of Faggets hes 
ing in readinels, he was carries thither to be burnt, She leeing 
that the end of her life was at hand, and being accompanied by 
ſome keligious f etlons, they ſo far wzought with her, that the 

confeſſed , Thc che Accuſation ſhe had made of the Cc unteſs was 
falſe ; and that (he Was hired therero by the Counteſſes B other in 

Lay. The Bing, arid the Judges, hearing of this, commanded 

her to be burnt ini:ncotately, as a puniſhment fo2 her offence; and 

withal, baniched the Connteſſes 1Bzother in Law; ſo that, if after 

twenty i ays be Could ever be ſeen in England, he ſhould be hangs 

ed. And now juſtice being done on all ſides , the Queen tok the 

virtnous Counteſs , and her Childꝛen, into her company ; and 

the King deſired the valiant Knight of Cupid to go with bun: the 

which he did, and ſtaped there with him ſeveral days; being all 

that time bighly and honourably feaſted and entertained by the 

King, and all the Court, 

But ſome few daps being paſſed , and hs hearing no ne ſos of 
what he ſearched foz, the P2inceſs Mazdalena, in oꝛder to his re- 
ſolutions, he paſſed thozow the p2tncipalle@ places in England, till 
he came to Weſtcheſter; where , meeting with dis Ship , he ſon 
after embarqued , leaving the fame of the Knight of Cupid ſpꝛead 
ab2oad in all that Country. Being now embarqued , with bis 
truſtp Squire and Dwarf, he ſailed croſs thoſe Seas, and landed 
near the Pozt of Dublin, then called Ballicleagh , oz the Town of 
Hurdles ; it being, as moſf of all that Country is, built upon Þur- 
dles lafd upon a Bog. The whole Country of Ireland wag at that 
time goderned by one Monarch, who kept his chisf reſidence at 
Dublin; but it was divided into four ſmall Kingooms , o2 P2o- 
dinces, called, Lemſter, Munſter, Uſer, and Coniught: and ober 
theſe there weve ſeveral ings, Carla, oz Governo2s, The p2ins 
cipal Ving hfmſelf, whoſe name was Owen Roe Oneale, governey 
thePÞP20vince of Lemſtet particularly; the Governoz of Munſter, 
who was his B2other, and Father to Peter of Iceland, was named 
Mac Guire ; the Uing, 92 Governoz of Ulſter, was named Owen 
O Coneele ; and the Bing, o2 Covernoz of Conaughr, was named 
Owen Mac O Brian, Theſe were the ſeveral Governments , and 


theſe were the ſeberal Governozs of this Kingdom, whoſe 3 
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chy was as antient as any in the Wiozld;' foz it was firſt foꝛmed 
into a Ponarchp by King Gaelus, Don to Pharaoh Ring of Egypt, 
in the time of the Patriarch Abraham, which was two thoutand 
pears befo2e the Inc arnation of our bleſſed Lozd and Savioz, and 
it continues in the ſame way of Government to this dap, never 
admitting of any but a kingly Government. 


CHAP. VII. 


Fow the Knighc of Capid , being arrived in Ireland, was ſer upon by 

four Knights whom be vanquiſhed, and afrerwards more of their 
Gompanions ; but at length he being overpowered by the Multi- 
rude, and refuſing to yield to tbe K ng, was well * ſhin. How 
he ſubmitted to the King, who told him of Wars in bis Kingdom 
about Honna Princeſs of /ſter, who was beloved by the Prince 
of Goxanphr, but could not be ſuffered co Marry him by reaſon of 
the Gyant Fluſteron, who would compel ber to be Married to 
him againſt her will.

Te valiant Knight of Cupid had no ſoner ſet foting on the 
J 1rich ſhoze, but he commanded his Hoꝛle to be diſimbarqued, 
and he mounting bis luſty Courſer , armed at all points, and at- 
tended on by his dear Squire Florello, and his truſty Dwarf, who 
were allo mounted, he adbanced towards the City of Dublin ; but 
long had he not travelled, but he was met by four Knights, armed 
at all points, who commanded him to ſtand: he 
their | eſs. They replied , He muſt go with

muchleſsleave bis Arms. They told him, That this he muſt do, or 


elſe they would compel him: and therenpon one of them d2ew +

ſo, and asked

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near to ſeize on his 15ztdle ; but he who was ſo foꝛward, paid foz 
bis boldnels; foz be gave him ſuch a blow on the head, with the 
great end of his Lance, that he beat him b2cathleſs under his 
Pozſes feet, Vis Companions ſ&ing this, went all that to letze 
on him; but he turned his Hoꝛſe to avoid them, and thereby they 
paſſing on, he had the leiſure to put his Lance in his Ref, ready 
to receive them. Thep leeing him thus pzovided foz them, all 
th2e ran againſt him; and although all thze did hit him toge⸗ 
ther , yet they moved him no moze then if he had been a Tower : 
but they fared not ſo well, foz he encountred one with his Lance, 
ſo that he was th2zown over his Yo2ſes crapper; and he ſeized on 
another in his arms, as he paſſed by, and d2awing him out of his 
ſaddle, thzew him on violently againſt the grougd: and the thi 
who at that time eſcaped, was wozſer treated; oa at the next en⸗ 
counter , he thzew him to the ground, and his Yozſe upon him: 
and thus theſe four Knights being diſmounted, he paſſed on, But 
they in ſhoꝛt time recovering their Yozſee, and mounting again, 
purſued him, but at (ome diſtance , ſo that he was near the City 
Walls befoze they overtok him; and then they rode up to the 
Guard there, crying cut, Stop the Traytot who hath outraged us. 
The Guard, which conſiſted of ſix Knights, and above twenty 
Palberdiers, at this cry, put themſelves in a poſture to ſeize on 
him; and one, who was bolder then the ref , reaching out his 
arm to ſeize on his 1B2idle , foz his pzeſumption , had it cut off 
near the ſhoulder ; fo2 the Knight of Cupid , having already loſt 
his Lance, had now only his Swoꝛd, with which he did ſuch exe- 
cutions that although they pꝛeſſed all fozwards together, pet he 
made them ſtand further off ; and thoſe that came within the 
reach of his Swozd , were either killed oz maimed : ſo that in 
ſhoꝛt time all this Company were ſo routed . that they fled to the 
City Gate foz refuge ; and ſhutting it to, kept him from them. 
He ſeeing this, was fozced to be content,” and wait there to conſi- 
der what he had to do: but he had not waited long ere the Gate 
was opened, and a large power was ready to receive him; and in 
the middle of them was one who ſeemed to be their Chief , and 
who inded was thetr King, Owen Roe O Neale; who hearing of 
the wonderful valonr of this ſingle Knight , washimſelf come in 
perſon to ſee him.

Ve finding 
that his Boꝛſe was killed, leaped (rom him, and again put him- 
ſelf in a poſcure-to withſtand his Enemies; and as his Yozſe had 
ſerved him living, ſ\onowhe was ſ:rviceable to him being dead; 
ſoz he leaving him behind him, hindzed his Aſſailants from in- 
juring him that wap. The Ling all this while ſ&ing the mighty 
valour of the Knight cf Cupid , was agaſt; but he had ſo great a 
power with him, that he was ſure to kill him, if he pleaſed; but 
beingdefirous to have him alive, he cried out, Sic Knight , ceaſe 
this fruicleſs exerciſè of your valour, for in the end you muſt cerrain- 
Iy be ſluin. and ſurrender your ſelf to me; who, on the word of a King, 
Xomiſe , that no hirm (hall be done to you - Dur Knight, hearing 
this, replied, I cannot believe any one in a Country where I have 
been ſodiſcourceouſly uſed ; an | therefore I ſhall and upon my own 
defence; and I hope before I die, yet to ſend a great number of your 
diſcourteou: and villanous Subject to the other World : and there- 
upon he ſtill ſo laid abort him, that the dead he had killed lay on 
heaps about tim, The Ling now ſ&ing the death of ſo many of 
his @ubjects befo2z his eyes , and finding his mercy fleighted, 
commanted a frech party to fall on him, and hew him to pieces. 
Juſt as jth: Kivg gave this command , the Squire Florello, 

who had been all this while weeping at the ſad condition of his 
Macher, made way up to them, and thzowing himſelf from his 
Pozfe , fell on his knees befoze the King , deſiring him to kay the 
execution of his commands but lo: one minute, while he ſpake 
with his Lozd. The Bing, by his geſtures to his People , com- 
manded them to ſtay: And then Florello, appꝛaac hing his di⸗ 
ffreſſed Paſter , ſell on his knees befoze him, Increating him for 
Heavens ſake, ard for bis dear Lady Florida's ,to yield to che King, 
who, be knew, would be merciſul. By this time the fury of the 
Knight of Cupid was aſſwaged; and conſidering, that tt be ſhould 
paoceed in fight, he muſt nerds miſcarry z-it being impoſſible fog 
one fingle night tooppoſe an whole Kingdom ; he therefo2e ſaid 
ta Florello, For her ſake you named, . I hall be ruled by yon . 
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thereupon he advanced towards the King, and taking the point of 
his Swoꝛd in his hand, he p2eſented the ſhell of it to the King, 
ſaying, 1 who never yer ſubmitted to any Perſon throughout the 
whole Univerſe, do now commic my ſelf into your hands and power, 
advifing you to make ſuch uſe of ir, as that no other Knight-erranr,for 
my ſake, may have canſe to complain of your breach of promiſe, The 
Ning accepted his Sword, and commaHded he ſhould be guarded 
to the Caſtle : when he was come thither, he demanded , Why be 
had diſobeyed his firſt commands of being brought before him, he 
incending no inore to bim then to all others who arrived in his Coaſts? 
which wis, to impoſe 2 reaſonable Oath. The night of Cupid res 
plied , But it ſeemed to me to be unreaſonable to be compelled to 
any thing , I being willing of my ſelf co do all reaſonable things : 
therefore, Sir, (continued he) if you pleaſe to let me know what the 
Oath is I am to take, I ſhall then reſolve you, whether I think ic rea- 
ſonable ; and if ſo, I ſhall willingly ſubſcribe to ir ; bur if ic be other- 
wiſe, and that in point of honour I cannot do it, I will die before I 
yield coir. Although (ſatd the King) che loſs of ſo many of my Sub- 
jecte, by you (lain , calls to me for juſtice, and vengeance againſt you, 
yer I ſhall , as a lover ef juſtice to you a Stranger, pardon that, ſo as 
for the future you do not diſobey me. Know then, (ſatd he) that the 
Oath I would have you to take , is this, That os will not, without my: 
leave , take up Arms for an) other Prince in this Land: and there is 
but juſtice in the caſe N becauſe ic is owned by all, that I am the Su- 
preme Governor in this Kingdom, I do not contradict what you ſay, 
(replied the Knight of Cupid ) but however, I defire , before I rake 
an Oath, co be further —_ che meaning and reaſon of it. The 
King, being very willing ko gain this knight to his party, told 
him, that although the relation of the full cauſe. was ſomewhat 
long , yet he would relate it to him, and thereupon began, This 
Kingdom, of which 1 am principal King and Governor, is alſo go- 
verned by three other Princes under me, whereof one is my Brother, 
and the other two, though allied to me, yet are at this time ſome hat 
diſobedient; for, contrary to their Allegiance to me their Sovereign, 
they have made Wat againſt one another , co the diſturbance of my 
whole Kingdom; and although I have ſent to them to deſiſt, yer they 
are ſo obſtinate is to proceed: and now, I being intended, accotd-

| 2 raiſe 
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raiſe Forces to go againſt them, have thoughr fit to take order, That 
no ſtrange Knights that come into my Domin ions, (hall aſſiſt either 
of them, and ſo prolong the War; and to that end I'impoſe this Oath, 
I do believe, Sir, [replied the night of Cupid) that you have rea- 
ſon on your fide ; but yer 1 am not fully ſatisfied of my taking any 
Oath, un. il I know the cauſe why theſe two other Princes make War. 
Thar you miy fo, I am willing to ſatisfie you in every thirg, replied 
the Ming. I cell you, that one of theſe Princes, named Owen O Co- 
neele , who is Governor of a Province called #/fer , hath a Dꝛughter 
named Henora, who is very fair and virtuous ; and, as I underſtind, 
is beloved by the othet Prince named Owen Mac O Brian, who is 
Governor of another Province called Conaught; and, I believe, this 
Princeſs do:h alſo love the ſame Owex Mac O Brian but her Father 
is net willing (out of ſeme former feuds and quarrels between them) 
to give her in marriage to him who loves her; but rather chooſes to be- 
ſtox her in marriage with Fluſteron, a furious Giint, who: lives on the 
Mountains of Callingford, inthe Province of Z/ſte>, and is indeed but 
his own Subject. Tne young Lady is very-unwilling to be married to 
this Giant : and her Sweer-heart, the Prince of Conaught, out of de- 
fire to have her himſelf , or at lezſt- wiſe co hinder her Father from 
beſtowing her on the Giant, hith raiſed an Army; and the Prince of 
#lfer, her Fathet, by the aſſiſtance of his intended Son in Law., hath 
raifed another ; and they have already nz in a War: which 2 
though I have commanded them to defift fro, and to leave eff, yer 
they ſtill proceed with ſuch violence, thit many ha ve, on both ſides, 
been ſyn; and all this hole Country, which hath fer many years 
been governed by me in Peace , Ate nqw ingaged in a bloody War, 
eithet on one fide or the other; and we are likely, if ſome ſpeedy 
courſe be not taken, to ruine one another : and for this end I thought 
fic to impoſe the Ouh I have told you of. | 
The Knight of Cupid having aiven god attention to the King's 
diſcourſe, made this anſwer : Sir, I mult confeſs you have Juſtice 
on your ſide,; and I am freely willing, not only to take the Oath you 
impoſe, but alſo to give you my utmoſt aſſiſtance in the Wir: but

air, 
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fair, I (hall be ready co obey your Majeſty in any of your Majeſte: 
commands; and, l hope, with ſo good ſucceſs, that I ſhall make 
your Ma jeſt / ſome part of amends for the loſs of thoſe Subjects who 
hive (through their owa raſhneſs) fallen by my hand: for had they 
acquainced me wich che mittet, as your Majzy hath done, I (houl4 
have been as obedient to them, as now I am unto your Mijeſty. 

The King replied, That ſince what was paſſed could not bz help- 
ed, he hoped he would not fake any thing amiſs on his pare, and the1 
all ſhould bz forgotten. And thereapon the Kntght of Cupid , 
taking his-Dath , had his dwo2d deltv red tohim , and wis co:1- 
ducted to Lodgings appointed him by the Bing; whitherto being 
attended, by his Squire and Dwarf, heretired , and dilarming 
himſelf, lay down to take ſome reft , which he had arcat occaſion 
fo2, in reſpec-of the great travel he had been at that day. And 
now the King having the knight of Cupid in his Court, was rc- 
ſclved foꝛthwith to march with his Army, and try if he could 
compel theſe two angry Þ2inces to agree, and lay down their 
Arms; and therefoze he ſon aſter marched towards the famo1s 
City of Drummore, in the P2ovince of Ulſter, where then the 
P2tace of that Pzovince reſided, Being come near the place, he 
ſeat a Peſlenger to command him, in his Pajeſties name, to 
disband his Armp, and ſuffer all to depart ; and pzomiſtng that if 
he did ſo, he would command the P2ince-of Con iugꝭt to do fo lifte- 
wiſe.; and i he refafe ſo to do, he wwila turn his whole 
ſozce upoa him, and compel him alſo to do the lame. The Giant 
Fluſteron, who was then in the Pzince of Ult2r's Army, and re- 
poſing much confidence in his owa ſtrength, returned ant wer, 
That if he intended to be obeyed there, he mult ſteſt ſer the ÞÞ 2i4ce 
of Conaught obey him in what he ſaid, t clſe they were reſold 
to defend themſelves, 

The King hearing of this pzaud anſivzr , was reſolv2d to pos 
ced againſt them: and the night of Cupid , wha havng a Þ- 
tion foz the Giant Fluftzron, but rather inclined to the patt th: 

2ince of Conaught , adviſed the King to aſſanlt th: City , and 
take it by fozce ; and thereupon, in ſhoꝛt timeaſter , th: aſzult- 
was given, and that ſo conragionfly, that notwithtaning all the 
reſiſtance of the Bing of Liſter , oꝛ the Giant Fluſt ron, it was 
taken; and this furious Pon ſter, ſe ing that he could not hold it, 
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was reſolved , rather then any clſe ſhould , to deſtrop it himſelf; 
whereloꝛe he cauſed it to be let on fire in ſix ſeveral places: ſo that 
in few hours that p20ud and lofty City of Drummore was ruined, 
and ſtill remains a ſad ſpectacle to all Travellozs, 

The King of Ulſter being fozced out of this ruined Citp, fled, 
with the ret of his Armp, to another City of bis, called Dundalk, 
and there foztifted himſelf ; and the Giant, Fluſteron, going to 
his own Territozies, in the Pountainſ of Callingford , gathered 
together a very ſtrong party, among which he b2ought many furi⸗ 


.. ous Ponſters, and with this Recruit he relieved his intended 


Father in Law, the Pzince of Uler, then tn Dundalk , and now 
be lie ving themſelves ſtrong enough, not only to oppoſe the Ming, 
but fo meet him in the Field, they went out of the City, but to 
their loſs ; foʒ the night of Cupid, who commanded the Uan of 
the Kings Armp, dtd ſet upon the Gtant , and his Party, ſo vi⸗ 
g920uflp ; that notwithſtanding all the 1— he could make, 
he fozced them into the City. The Ring bad many appꝛoved god 
Knights, and ſome Giants who lived on the Pountaing of w ick- 
low, in his own Pꝛovince of Lemſter; but moze eſpectally one who 
commanded the reſt, and who was indeed but little inferioꝛ to the 
Stant Fluſteron ; and theſe t wo did often encounter each other, ſo 
that the Knight of Cupid had net pet had the oppo2ztunity of try- 
ing the fo2ce of the Giant Fluſteron himſelf, but employing his 
courage in other places, ſon made them fly befoze him, And now 
the Enemp was again incloſed within theTity,and ſummons be- 
ing again given him to obey the King's command, and he pꝛoudlp

in few days were two b2ave Cities ruined, And now the King of

elle inder d over-ruled by bim, they fled from one place to ano⸗

ther, kill ey came to the City of Dundrom, which being a fanfoug 
Sea-pozt Town, was reckoned to be very lecure, and there the 
Þ zinceſs Honors, Daughter to the u tug of Ulſter, reſided, ſhe who 
had been the unhappy canſe of all theſe Mars, which ſhe conſi- 
tering ol, and that ſhe might be the cauſe of her Father's rnine, 


con- 
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conſidered alſo which way to pꝛevent it; and therefoze ſent to he. 
over, Owen Mac O Brian, Pzincs of Conaugh , to ders him t5 
lay down his Arms, and leave her to the Miſpolal of ber Father; 
fo2 if he obſtinately perſiſted, ſhe would never have him, although 
free to diſpoſe of her ſelf; and ſeeing his fir ſt taking vp of Arms 
againſt her Father had been fo2 her ſake , to hinder her marriage 
with Fluſtzcon, ſo ſhe deſired him, that fo2 her aue, he would als 
lo lap down his Arms; and then ſhe que ſtione d not but her Father 
would be induced to do ſo to, and a Peace would follow ; and ſhe 
hopewthen ſo to oꝛder affairs, as that ſhe might content him and 
her ſelf, This Pztnce who was Fill in Arms inMs owa P2c- 
vince, and only waited the motions of the two other Armies, now 
hearing the deſires of his Pzincefs, knew not what to reſolve on; 
but being willing to oblige her in all he conld, and not thinking 
it convenient to lay down Arms till the Uar was ended, hz r£- 
ſolved on a third courſe, which was, to take pat with her Father, 
relieve and aſſiſt him againſt the Bing, and thereby, as he hoped, 
oblige him to beſtow his Daughter on him; and therefoze away 
he marcheth with all his Army towards the City of Dundtom, 
where the King and thei night of Cupid had beſieged the Bing or 
UlRer.

cauſe $he Paine st Conaughe would hinder the Ring from po⸗ 
cteding ſo foztvards ; and he leaving a ſufficient Party to ſecure 
the Pzinceſs, left the City of Dundrom , and went to his own 
Country , and there raiſing another great Party, he roved up 
and down, and at length entring the P2ovince of Lemſter , in the 
King's ahlence, W much miſchief , burning and deſtroying all 
places where he came; thinking by this means to fo2ce the Ring 
to raiſe his lege; and return home-to guard his own Countcy. 
But the king not knowing of this miſchief, but ſ@ing the Foꝛces 
ck the Pein ot Conaught, ſerit to know, why he cane thither 
armed: commanding him to depart, and disband his Fo2ces. 
Me anſwered, that he could not indted deny but that he was his

I now wiſh that 
ic were otherwi'c, and did not care if ſhe were married co the Prince 
of Conanght , or leſt to whom: ſhe her ſelf ſhould pleaſe , ſo knew 
how to rid my felf of Fluſteron, who is grown now too potent for me, 
and over-rules all my Councels.

This Letter was conveyed to the Giant Fluſteron, who was ſs 
jopful of the news , that he told toe Peflenger , that his Pledges 
Gould return with him; and thereupon be went imme diatelp to 
the Pzince of Ulster, and told him, that the Mar would now in 
few days be ended, ſhewing him the Letter, and telling him, that 


be was reſolved on the Combat, and therefoze deſired him to pꝛa⸗⸗
